Also, if the rig has passband shift, you can simulate the same 
thing in LSB mode using a SSB narrow filter.

I don't know either, but that's because I use a mail-to-news gateway site 
for posting my news. 


> how to keep it from creating 
> subdirectories for newsgroups you don't want (when a message has been 
> posted to multiple groups). 


The version of KA9Q I use collects the news as a single file (called 
batch.txt). I then use another program to split that batch up into 
separate files for each news group, and read the files. 


I use cppnews, a news/mail program that I wrote myself, to do this. Others 
who connect to Demon Internet Services mostly use either cppnews, or a 
version of SNEWS. 


Both cppnews and the D.I.S. version of SNEWS only post news to the groups 
you have selected.
